INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  mild  who oping -cough  in  the  first  quarter  and  a 
minor  attack  of  measles  in  the  second  quarter.  Four  cases  of  pneumonia 
were  notified?  one  baby  died  following  the  complaint.  Two  cases  of 
dysentery  were  notified. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

One  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  male,  aged  6 0,  was  notified.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Ample  supplies  of  water  of  very  good  quality  continued  to  be  supplied 
during  the  year. 


SEWERAGE ° 

During  the  year  doubts  arose  as  to  the  pvirity  of  the  effluent  from  the 
sewage  works  and  samples  were  taken  at  different  times,  with  varying 
results. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  ensure  that  this  effluent  shall  regain  its 
pristine  purity. 

The  opening  of  the  first  public  convenience  near  the  Market  Place 
fulfilled  a  long--felt  want.
